Brainerd is to have another 
big farm ers day on Thursday, 
May 15th, when about 140 farm ­ 
ers in the territory adjacent to 
the city will meet a representa­ 
tive of the H. J. Heinz Pickle 
company and receive their seed and 
instructions for raising cucumbers ac­ 
cording to contracts which they have 
made with this company. 
The Brainerd Chamber 
of 
Com­ 
merce will entertain these farmers at 
a noon luncheon, and the growers 
will receive their Instructions in the 
organization's parlors. 
E. J. Quinn, chairman of the en­ 
tertainment committee, will not be 
able to take charge of the luncheon, 
but Mrs. Quinn has kindly consented 
to take his place, and with the as­ 
sistance of a number of Brainerd la­ 
dies will serve the meal. 
Members 
of the Chamber are asked to partici­ 
pate in this luncheon with their far­ 
mer friends. 
It is expected that at 
least two hundred will be fed. 
H. H. Cowan, of the Heinz com­ 
pany, who has kept in close touch 
with the pickle acreage 
campaign, 
will be present to instruct the farm­ 
ers in the planting of 
their 
seed, 
which under the contract la furnish­ 
ed free. 
He will show motion pic­ 
tures of cucumber culture to aug­ 
ment his instructions, 
and 
which 
should give the growers a very good 
idea of what their work will be. 
The Heinz pickle company decided 
upon the Brainerd territory aa one 
of its major fields of operation only 
after an extensive survey of local 
conditions. 
The company feels that 
this should make an ideal cucumber- 
growing district, and if the industry 
which is starting In a small way this 
season, Increases as rapidly as it has 
In other localities where the 
Heinz 
people are operating, Brainerd 
may 
become the center of a new industry 
which may assume such proportions 
that a large receiving depot will be 
located here. 
The company placed a limit of one 
hundred and fifty acres to be devoted 
to cucumber raising this year, but 
that limit was later increased by ten 
acres to accoHodate 
several 
addi­ 
tional farmers who were very anxi­ 
ous to be included. 
Mr. Cowan appeared before 
the 
local Lions club early in the winter 
and explained the proposition which 
his company intended to offer 
the 
farmers of this locality. 
The club 
was so favorably impressed that it 
took upon itself the task of signing 
up the required acreage, the limit of 
which 
was 
reached 
nearly 
two 
months previous to the date the com­ 
pany had set for the completion of 
the work. 
Mr. Cowan states that a cucumber 
salting station will be erected 
in 
Brainerd this spring to take care of 
the crop as it comes in. 
It is ex­ 
pected that this station will be lo­ 
cated on North Tenth street near the 
railway tracks. 
The growers will 
deliver their cucumbers each morn­ 
ing at the station, and will receive 
cash for their deliveries each day, 
thus giving them a cash income dur­ 
ing the summer months which usu­ 
ally are lean months for the farmer. 
It is said that the crop with proper 
care should be mature early in the 
summer, and continue until the frost 
kills the vines, usually in September.

THE London Times published an article headed “The Bolshe­ 
vists iii Downing Street.” 
It makes interesting reading as show­ 
ing the British viewpoint on the subject of the visitation of the 
committee from Soviet Russia. 
“They sal in conference in the Prime Minister’s room at the 
Foreign Office,” says the Times,” and they were entertained at 
luncheon in No. IO. 
It would bo idle to pretend that this spec­ 
tacle is regarded with enthusiasm in wide circles in this country. 
“The Soviet delegates had only just reached London when 
the news came that several intelligent Russians had been con­ 
demned to death in Kiel! for the sole reason that they had de^ 
cia red their belief in freedom of speech and assembly and all the 
principles of democratic government. 
Only yesterday we de­ 
scribed in our columns the plight of an eminent Roman Catholic 
dignitary, Archbishop Cieplak. 
He was liberated from the tor­ 
turing round of the Lyubianka and Butyrki prisons, he was 
pitchedforked emaciated and penniless over the frontier, and hav­ 
ing with difficulty made his way to Riga, he groped painfully for 
a refuge, until at last he was recognized. 
“These recent episodes remind the British public afresh of 
the methods practised by the Soviet authorities in their adminis­ 
tration of Russia. Repugnance to such methods lies deep in the 
British mind, and though for a little while the issue may be cloud­ 
ed by plausible argument and calculated misrepresentation, Brit­ 
ish opinion, once brought into close contact with Bolshevist ideas, 
cannot regard them with complacency. 
“The delegation has been receded in Downing street. 
The 
British government are making an attempt, through detailed con­ 
sultation vviih its members, to re-establish normal relations be­ 
tween two great countries. The millions of Russia and her van 
territories still somehow exist in this changed aud troubled world. 
Our Government is trying to recover direct contact with Russia 
through representatives of the power that holds Russia in its 
grasp. 
It is a hazardous attempt. 
It is like trying to penetrate 
the mysteries of another shadowy world.”

Chamber of Commerce has received a letter conveying the re­ 
grets of Charles P. Collison, agricultural editor of the Minne­ 
apolis Tribune, who was unable to attend the “Better Sires Day” 
celebration here.

lie writes in part: ‘T am mighty sorry to have been obliged 
to decline your invitation to attend your better sires celebration. 
As you know, this is exactly the kind of enterprise the Tribune 
is trying to encourage. We are particularly trying to interest and 
arouse business men to get them to do things for promoting ag­ 
riculture. 
“Next time, please keep me posted a little earlier, so that we 
can plan ahead to be on the ground whenever the bull is shot. We 
believe in ‘shooting the bull,’ the-scrub bull, on sight, and will 
help you in any way to do it. 
“Stage a little celebration sortie time, and I will come up and 
give you folks my lecture, ‘Golden Butter and Golden Dollars,’ and 
write up your agricultural features at the same time.” 
Mr. Collison’s kind offer will be brought before the Chamber 
of Commerce and arrangements may soon be made to have him 
visit us. Now that the program for improvement of dairy herds 
has been set in motion by the Chamber of Commerce, additional 
momentum will be acquired by such an address as Mr. Cobiron 
delivers. 
On the very date of Brainerd^ celebration, Mi-. Collison had 
been dated to speak in Madison Lake and a crowd of farmers and 
business men of Blue Earth county heard him. 
Mr. Collison pointed out a hopeful view for agriculture along 
what he called the “cow-path.” 
He showed how prosperous the 
communities are wherever the cow-paths arc numerous, and farm ­ 
ers have gone into dairying and diversified farming, as compared 
with those where wheat raising predominates. 
Dr. R. A. Beise, a Chamber of Commerce director in our city, 
has offered the suggestion that the Chamber celebrate the first 
doing away of a scrub bull by having a “bologna bull” dinner. 
T. H. Schaefer, our local meat market man, says that is the ulti­ 
mate fate of every scrub bull, to land in the sausage machine. 
Such a dinner would be one of peculiar satisfaction, the Chamber 
in one movement satisfying the inner man and improving the 
dairy situation. 
As previously stated by the Dispatch, the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, in its inauguration of “ Better Sires Day” has started a 
movement which knows no end, which will build up our dairy sec­ 
tion until the cream checks flow in volume equalling a shop pay 
day, and as to publicity* the “Brainerd Plan” will become world 
famous. 
The Chamber, backed by the business and professional 
men of Brainerd, certainly started something which will leaven 
the whole agricultural and dairy situation of the Northwest and 
influence other dairy sections of the United States.

BOLSHEVISTS IN DOWNING STK KET 


T he London Times published an article headed “The Bolshe­ 
vists iii Downing Street.” It makes interesting reading as show­ 
ing the British viewpoint on the subject of the visitation of the 
committee from Soviet Russia. 
“They sat in conference in the Prime Minister’s room at the 
Foreign Office,” says the Times,” and they were entertained at 
luncheon in No. IO. 
It would be idle to pretend that this spec­ 
tacle is regarded with enthusiasm in wide circles in this country. 
“The Soviet delegates had only just reached London when 
the news came that several intelligent Russians had been con­ 
demned to death in Kieff for the sole reason that they had de-, 
Oared their belief in freedom of speech and assembly and all the* 
principles of democratic government. 
Only yesterday we de­ 
scribed in our columns the plight of an eminent Roman Catholic 
dignitary, Archbishop Cieplak. 
He was liberated from the tor­ 
turing round of the Lyubianka and Butyrki prisons, he was 
pitchedforked emaciated and penniless over the frontier, and hav­ 
ing with difficulty made his way to Riga, he groped painfully for 
a refuge, until at la*! he was recognized. 
“These recent episodes remind the British public afresh of 
the methods practised by the Soviet authorities in their adminis­ 
tration of Russia. 
Repugnance to such methods lies deep in the 
British mind, and though for a little while the issue may be cloud­ 
ed by plausible argument and calculated misrepresentation, Brit­ 
ish opinion, once brought into close contact with Bolshevist ideas, 
cannot regard them with complacency. 
“The delegation has been receded in Downing street. 
The 
British government are making an attempt, through detailed con­ 
sultation with its members, to re-establish normal relations be­ 
tween two great countries. 
The millions of Russia and her vast 
territories still somehow exist in this changed and troubled world. 
Our Government is trying to recover direct contact with Russia 
through representatives of the power that holds Russia in its 
grasp. It is a hazardous attempt. 
It is like trying to penetrate 
the mysteries of another shadowy world.” 


Donkeys Came First 
There is no more striking phenome­ 
non to those Intimately fam iliar with 
Chinese life than the Indifference of 
the grout mass of country folk, small 
town and village people, to what hap­ 
pens In government circles at Peking. 
I had un experience of this on a shoot­ 
ing trip In the lake country west of 
Shanghai In HIOS. 
It has always been 
ray habit when In the country to en­ 
gage In conversation with the Chinese 
met In the fields or on the highways. 
On this occasion I fell In wlfli a well­ 
dressed villager, evidently a merchant, 
walking on u bypath through the rice 
fields. 
The Em peror Kuung IIsu had 
Just died ut Peking, and there was 
some rum or reflecting on tile empress 
dowager In this connection. 
I asked 
this Chinese w ayfarer lf he had heard 
of It. 
“Oh, yes!" he said, “I. heard 
of It that day I went to the city to sell 
the donkeys.’' “W ell; w hat will we do 
now without an em peror?" I queried. 
“We shall soon have another one,” he 
said, "but It. will have no effect on the 
price of donkeys." 
And so the two 
events from his point of view and that 
of myriads of his countrymen, were 
properly co-ordinated. 
The death of 
his 
emperor at 
Peking tinder sus­ 
picious circumstances was not of as 
much interest as the m arket for don­ 
keys on tile adjacent plains.—North 
American Review.

far more Important problem than most 
purchasers realize. 
Ruby chicks con­ 
stitute the foundation stock of the 
future layers and breeder* and, there­ 
fore, too much care cannot be cxcr- 
< ised In deriding upon tin* hatchery 
from which to buy. 
Officials of the United States De­ 
partm ent 
of 
Agriculture 
have 
ob­ 
served that practical poultry raisers 
and 
farm ers are 
relying 
upon 
tile 
hatcheries more and more each suc­ 
ceeding year as a source of supply 
for their new crop of chicks. 
In other 
words, each year sees fewer and fewer 
chicks hatched under liens and the 
mammoth hatcheries are taking the 
place, to a certain extent, of the small­ 
er Incubators which are commonly op­ 
erated on the farms. 
It is because 
of the fact that farmers are buying 
baby 
chicks 
from 
the 
commercial 
hatcheries in such large numbers that 
the officials of the department feel the 
necessity of urging them to exercise 
great care In deciding upon where to 
buy this year's supply of chicks. 
At the same time it should he point­ 
ed out that many formers, perhaps the 
majority, will still find It more eco­ 
nomical to do their own hatching. This 
is especially the case where flu* farm 
(lock Is of good standard quality and 
has been bred for egg production. 
A 
farm er hatching his own chicks knows 
the finality of chicks lie can expect. 
The commercial hatchery business 
has developed to a very rem arkable ex 
tent in tin1 United States in the last 
two years. 
Seme of Hie hatehery men 
have estimated that practically double 
the number of baby chicks will he 
hatched in mammoth hatcheries this 
year compared with last. 
Thoro is 
a great Increase in tile number of 
hatcheries, each varying in capacity 
from a few thousand to several liun-^ 
d r e d thousand chicks. 
M’he question of importance to a pur- 
./chaser of baby chicks Is the source of 
supply of eggs for the hatcheries. Many 
of the hatcheries have their own busi­ 
ness well organized, and are able to 
guarantee the quality of the chicks. 
Some of the hatcheries, however, are 
not so particular where they purchase 
tho eggs they use and are not able to 
guarantee hlgh-qutility chicks. 
Purchasers of baby chicks would be 
well advised, officials of (lie depart­ 
ment say. to make sure of purchasing 
from a reliable hatchery. 
Only pure 
bred chicks should he bought, and in 
addition to tills .the purchaser should 
Insist upon a satisfactory statement 
from tho hatchery man as to the qual­ 
ity of eggs used. 
Were the eggs from 
a standard-bred flock with trap-nesf 
records and was tile Hock in good 
breeding condition? 
Purchase baby 
chicks with great care. It is better to 
pay a few cents more for good quality 
chicks that can lie guaranteed.

The first organization of dealers, It 
Is said, was the “fraternity of pepper­ 
ers,” and It was In th** Fourteenth 
century that tho name was changed 
to the “guild of grocers," which de­ 
pleted on Its coat of arm s six cloves. 
Venice at Its height traded In spices 
to the nmount of $10,000,000 annually, 
and It vied with Portugal In securing 
cargoes from far eastern ports.

Greb took Tom Gibbons, when the St. Paul light 
heavyweight was in his prime, and gave him a lacing iii Madison Square (".al­ 
den. 
Gibbons said later that lie was not in shape, and it is known that lie 
was just out of the flu, but that does not show in the records. 
For several years it has been the opinion of the experts that Greb would 
go along to a natural end unless someone discovered a strong legitimate 
middleweight, one with speed and a snappy punch who would not be both­ 
ered by the necessity of making weight.
